s almost unanimous, but it Is feared 
hat-^the opposition elsewhere in the 
;ountry Is so strong that the treaty 
will be defeated. 


President Marroquin is heartily in 
ympathy with those who desire the 
reaty to be ratified. He is hamp- 
red, however, by the strong senti- 
ment that prevails outside the isth- 
nus and even among his own min- 
stry* 


Just what the Colombian govern- 


ment would do should Panama and 


tica secede cannot 
be predicted 


vith any certainty, but it is worthy 
f consideration that Columbia has 
ust 
passed 
through a devastating 


ncl debilitating civil war and might 
hesitate to enter upon another strug- 
gle, particularly 
on 
tne 
isthmus, 


where the rebels would be in a posi- 
tion to get arms 
and 
amunition 


without much difficulty. 


• The Columbian government is anx- 
ious to get the 110,000,000 bonus and 
the aumia 1 rental that will be given 
by the United 
States if the canal 


treaty is ratified. 
This money is 


needed to tide over the present im- 
poverished condition of the treasury, 
due to the recent internal conflict. 


The Columbian congre'ss will meet 


in special session on June 20 to con- 
sider the treaty. Should the agree- 
ment f£il of ratification,^ it wllj b* 
necessary for Panama and Cauca to 
act quickly in carrying out the re- 
ported plan of secession, as other- 
wise President Roosevelt, under the 
authority given 
him 
by congress, 


will probably begin negotiations with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica for the 
right to construct a canal through 
those countries. 


While no one in authority here is 


willing to predict directly what this 
government would do if Panama and 
Cauca should secede, it is evident 
from remarks made by those in a 
position to know that cuccessful is- 
sue of the secession movement would 
be an inducement 
to the 
United 


States to negotiate a Panama canal 
treaty with the new republic. 


It is noteworthy that the opinions 


expressed by the confidential agents 
in Columbia m regard to the seces- 
sion movement are credited in the 
highest quarters here. Panama and 
Cacua have an area larger than the 
Republic of Costa Rica.

families. 


Afrer the total defeat of the Serbs 


by Turkey at the battle of Kosovo, 
the famous "field of the black birds" 
in 1380, Servia groaned under 
the 


Turkish yoke for more 
than/ four 


centuries. 
During this tme hundreds 


of thousands left their own country 
and sought refuge in Austria 
and 


Germany. 


At last in 1804 they found a leader 


to help them to rebel against the op- 
pression of the Turkish Dahis who 
were ruling over them 
This leader 


was George 
Potrovitch, 
snrnamed 


"Black George (in Turkish, Kara) 
Kara Geoige was t»orn in. Topola in 
1707 


Refgn of "Black George." 


At first the aim of the patriot and 


his followers was merely to ru1 Ser- 
\ia oC the Dahis, but having 
dis 


posed of these he determined 
to 


clear his country of the Turks alto- 
gether. 
This ho accomplished after 


years of fighting. 


In isn however, they made a now 


conquest of Servia and Kara George 
with his adherents were obliged

leave the country and flee to Austria 
Four years later he returned, only 
to be assassinated by order of

The Serbs then elected Alexander, 


the son of Kaia George, known to his

At 21 he married a Russian 


lady, Natalie de Keczke 


In July, 1878, by the terms of the 


treaty of Berlin, Servia extended her 
boundaries and Prince Milan pro- 
claimed himself king of Servia. 


For seven years there was peace in 


the country. 
In 1885 Servia involved 


her&elf m an ill-judged war with Bul- 
garia and was ignomnnously beaten 
off 


Mediation of Powers. 


Under pressure' trom Austria and 


the other powers a treatj of peace 
was concluded with Bulgaria m 188C 


Three years lated King Milan ab- 


dicated. He stipulated, howes er, that 
he should be succeeded by his son. 
Alexander, then 13 years old. It was 
provided that a regency should 
be 


intrusted with the power to conduct 
the government pending Alexander's 
majority 


At the age ot 17, howe\er, Alexan- 


der, by a coup d'etat, abolished the 
regency and assumed 
all the royal 


prerogatives. This was m 1893.

"Coshocton, Ohio, June 15, 1903. 


"Editor Daily Age:—Our attention 


has been called to a statement 
in 


your paper of June 11, 
signed by 


some of the local 
operators 
and 


which statement is claimed by them 
to be a correct statement of the facts. 


"The statement would go unnotic- 


ed by us were it not for the fact that 
a part of it is misleading, and would 
leave the impression that the miners 
in the local mines have ceased work 
without a cause. 


"Prior to April 1, the 
prevailing 


price was 40 cents per car. This rate 
expired MarclvSl and at a joint meet- 
ing held on March 31, the miners pro- 
posed that each car be measured, its 
actual 
size 
be 
determined 
and 


branded accordingly and the miner be 
paid for the amount each car helJ; 
said amount to be 
determined 
as 


above stated or otherwise by jveigttt, 
the price to be the same as is paid 
elsewhere or its equivalent. This the 
operators refused and instead offered 
to pay 40 cents per car, for at least 
a period ot two""'months, which was 
accepted by us 
Gh June 1 some of 


the local operators notified us of a 
reduction of two cents per car which 
was promptly rejected. 


"We deny that 38 cents per car 
is 


the prevailing rate that should 
be 


paid, and some local operators 
are 


now paying as much as 45 cents per 
car. It is rather surprising however 
that some of the 
local 
operators 


would sign a statement 
professing 


their friendship for the union, their 
willingness to help the miners, and 
pay the scale, and at the same time 
pay considerably less 
than 
they 


agreed to pay, thereby violating the 
contract 
We hold that 
contracts 


mutually entered into between em- 
ployer and employe should be main- 
tained inviolate, and the U. M. W of 
A, by convincing evidence, have es- 
tablished a reputation wherever they 
have been parties to a contract, of 
their honesty and sincerity in carry- 
ing out their agreements 


"There is no desire on our part to 


engage in a controversy through the 
press with anyone. We deem it our 
duty however, to set before the pub- 
lic in a proper light, the members of 
our organization.

shown in Alexander's first coup d'etat. 
He had not yet attained his majority 
and his kingdom was governed 
by 


three regents. These dignitaries were, 
feasting with him when the room was 
suddenly barricaded, the king 
an- 


nounced that the authority 
of the 


regents was ended and 
they were 


kept prisoners until he had been for- 
mally procaimed before 
the army. 


After that no one dared ignore 
the 


existence of Draga Mashin in political 
affairs. 


Under £ Woman's Spell. 


People who had never met the late 


Queen Draga have often 
wondered 


how she, beiug "sixteen years older 
than her royal husband, could hold 
him so absolutely in her power, es- 
pecially as he no more than his fath- 
er, was of a very faithful character 
but in court circles the reason was 
plain to every one. Draga was never 
considered a beauty. She had 
the 


dusky complexion of a mulatto and 
her face when in repose bore an ex-

New York, June 15.—The members 


of the Building Trades Employers as- 
sociation announced today that 
not 


only would the lockout continue, but 
also other work would 
be stopped, 


thus completely tying up all building 
work in the city, unless 
the labor 


unions should consent to adopt the 
plan of arbitration to prevent future 
strikes which hao been proposed by 
the employers. 


The new conditon of affairs came 


as a thunderbolt to the majority of 
the walking dele'gates who expected 
that about 50,000 out of the 120,000 
men who had been out of employment 
since May 4 would be able to resume 
work this morning 
Charles L. El- 


ditz, president of'the Building Trades 
Employers' assocfaTIon said: 


"This will mean that wherever any 


work is being done" and there is ma- 
teral on hand the work will go on un- 
til the material has been exhausted 
and then that work shall cease Un- 
der this arrangement* the work going 
on will last probably until Wednes- 
day or Thursday when it will 
be 


stopped and then there will be no 
further work done until we 
have 


come to an understanding with the 
labor unions of the city. The walking 
delegates have carried 
things with 


such a high hand that we have been 
compelled to take tRis acton."
